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British America. — T he successful establish- 
ment of a confederation of all the provinces of 
British America, the New York Tribune says, 
would be an event of so great importance fortho 
entire American continent that the progress of 
the scheme well deserves to bo attentively 
watched by every American. We, therefore, 
take note of the official account of the late Con- 
ference of Charlottetown, which has recently 
appeared in the papers of the British American 
Provinces. 

The Convention was attended by all the lead- 
ing men of the British Provinces: aud, as we are 
assured by the official account, that every niem- 
berof the Conference “subscribed heartily to the 
conclusion arrived at by the Conference that a 
federation of ail the Provinces would be highly 
advantageous, ” we may regard the scheme as 
having at pre-em a good prospect of being con- 
summated. 

Nothing definite as to the details of the scheme 
was agreed npon by the Conference, but every 
point lias l>een left open to discussion hr a sec- 
ond Conference, which is to meet at Quebec in 
the course of the present month. It appears to 
have I icon the meaning of the Charlottetown 
Conference that the Confederation may consist 
for the present of three sections, namely: Upper 
Canada, I.owcr Canada, and the Maritime Prov- 
inces (New Brunswick, Nova Scotia, Newfound- 
land, and rriuee Edw ard’s Island), hut that pro- 
vision may also l>c made for the admission into 
the union hereafter, on equitable terms, of the 
Northwest territory, British Columbia, and Van- 
couver's Island. The whole country may have 
•re name — say Canada or Acadia. 

Each of the Provinces would, of course, hare 
a local Legislature and Executive, charged with 
“-the control of all local matters. It sceius to 
have been generally agreed upon in regard to 
the constitution of the Federal Legislature, that 
the representation in the lower house must bo 
based on population, and that of tlio upper 
house on sectional equality. There is a didcr- 
enoe of views as to the election of the members 
®f the upper house. Some favor election for a 
term of years by the people (as in Belgium): 
others prefer to have tlieir election vested in the 
local Legislature (as in tlio United States); while 
•there, again, advocate their appointment for 
life by the Crown (as in France). 

.' 'Hie Federal Government would lie consti- 
tuted as now. the representative of the Crown 
being advised by an administration possessing 
the confidence of Parliament. To the Federal 
authority time constituted would obviously be 
committed all questions of trade, navigation, 
.urreney, hanking, general taxation, bank- 
ruptcy, and criminal law. It would have con- 
trol of the militia and defense of the country, 
•oinage, weights, and measures, light-hauses, 
•en-fishoriea, letters patent and copyright, nat- 
■ralizatlon, census, postal service, Immigra- 
tion, intcr-eolonial works, Ac. 

The press of all the provinces, with the excep- 
tion of a part of the French press of Lower 
Canada, continue to regard the plan wifh great 
favor. They feel flattered by the prospect of 
becoming one of the great nations of the earth. 
They regard It, as a matter of course, that the 
•uccess of the ConfcderatioA will gradually 
loosen the ties which have hitherto connected 
them with England, and "they are therefore 1 
eagerly canvassing the question whether they 
will ultimately form a monarchy or a republic. 
The monarchical party has, at present, un- 
doubtedly an overwhelming majority in tho 
provinces, and, as an intermediate state, they 
ask for the appointment by the English Crown 
ef a viceroy. 

However this question may In future be 
Hived, the prospects of the organization of a 
new American 8tate of vast territorial dimen- 
sions arc such as to promise success. When- 
ever this new State — whether it be a monarchy 
er a republic — shall sever its connection witli 
England, the emancipation of American terri- 
tory from Enropean rule will be nearly com- 
pleted. The following table, exhibiting on tho 
one hand the American States under American 
governments, and on the other the -America* 
territories still subject to European rule, will 
show the great change which a transfer of Brit- 
ish North. America from European to American 
rule would prodnee in the mutual relations be- 
tween Europe and America:

His opponent, who 
is the most accomplished living athlete, now 
now that Tom Bayers has retired into private 
life (to keep a public house) defeated King, who, 
in his turn, heat Hcenan. 

Ho Is, however, much lighter than Coburn, 
being under twelve stone (eleven stone ten 
pounds); but to compensate for weight he has 
amazing muscular development, and a knack 
of “getting away,” as it is termed, from an ad- 
versary, which. In many instances, has done him 
good service. The contest is fixed for the first 
week in October, but the rumor that it raav 
probably come off in Ireland is, I believe, with- 
out foundation. Coburn has not vet arrived, 
but his money (five hundred pounds) will all be 
•taked bv the 27th inst., after which the final 
preparation for the contest will be made. Mean- 
time the betting is decidedly in favor of Mace, 
whose performances in the ring arc matters of 
history, while those of Coburn can only be gath- 
ered from report. His backers here, 'however, 
say he is a splendid fellow, and in every way 
worthy of the confidence which his admirers 
have placed in him.

And for the further refutation and falsifica- 
tion of what you have said, I hereby assert what 
I know to l*c true. During the month of Janu- 
ary, l£G2, Gen. McClellan had been very ill. The 
President became very restive under the outside 
> rosso re which demanded, through the Rcpnb- 
ioan press, that the army should “on to Rich- 
mond, ” and was about to consent to some move- 
ment proposed by Gen. McDowell. On hearing 
this, Gen. McClellan arose from his 6ick bed 
and proceeded to the Presidential mansion, 
there to join the President and his Cabinet, who 
had been assembled to meet him. lie was asked 
l»v the President “tQgire his plan of campaign 
lie hesitated for a moment, during which he re- 
membered that all information furnished to tho 
Cabinet found its way to the confidential friends 
of some of them, and thence by the multitude 
of spies that infested the War and other Depart- 
ments it was forthwith communicated to the 
enemy, and he replied that he would do so if

In which vou will observe he did not order 
General McClellan to produce a plan within ten 
davs, you assert, but that his movement should 
commence within ten days. 

Shifting from your original nomenclature, 
you now assert that the council was designated 
a “Council of Division Commanders,” and 
that, with the exception of General Naglee, it 
was composed of. division Generals. Now, sir, 
as usual, you falsify the record. There were but 
nine division officers detailed, and it was con- 
vened by General McClellan as a “Council of 
War." 

Your voluntary, unprovoked attack made up- 
on me on the I2d ultimo needs no denial, for 
the mere fact of my being a member of a coun- 
cil of w ar convened by order of Gen. McClellan 
shows of itself that I was on detached duty by 
proper authority, over which neither your friend 
Mr. Stanton nor Gen. Hooker had any control. 
The attack upon me under such circumstances, 
as well aa your assertion that Gen. McClellan 
had no plan until it waa prepared for him by 
Se nators Latham and Rice, and Gen. Naglee, oh 
the Htb of March, 1802, in face of the letters and 
orders of the President of February 3 and March 
8, herein referred to, and long since subjects of 
constant public discussion, exhibits on your 
part a recklessness of assertion and indifference 
of proper self-respect that few of your friends 
will comprehend, aud none of them attempt to 
justify. 

Judge, if ever a question of veracity comes 
up between you and myself, wc alone must set- 
tle it, and \ on must not attempt to shuffle off 
your rcspohribility aud j lace it upon others, nor 
to protect yourself behind such “well-known 
indrvidaab> sis Puffer” Moore and Goo. Hack- 
er. This may have been your practice hereto- 
fore, and you may have so* acted with impuni- 
ty, but rest assured it will not be permitted by 
me.

Ilrcnt.-vilje and you make out, no doubt to your 
satisfaction that the suefess of the surprise de- 
pended entirely uj*on n certain bridge to lx» con- 
structed of canal boats, that were to have pass- 
ed into the Potomac near Harper's Ferry, and 
that it was found, when the movement was 
about to bo made, that the outlet lock was too 
narrow lor the boats. Now, this surprise of 
Brent svil le may be entirely clear to you and 
Senators Wade and Johnson, but, to my self and 
to my military friend?, we cannot understand 
bow the rebels in the direction of Brcntsvillc 
could have been surprised by any movement in 
the direction indicated by you; but I suppose 
that that is not important with you, vourre.il 
object being only to relate the story of that ob- 
stinate canal boat, that had passed through all 
of the other locks upon the canal, but refused, 
in the face of the enemy, to pass the outlet- 
lock. Did it ever occur to you that an empty 
canal-boat, in the bunds of thousand of men* 
could Ik? transferred down hill, from the canal 
to the river, w ith but little difficulty, and that 
there might hu\e been some other reason than 
the one assigned by v ou? But, admitting all that 
you claim, aid it never oconr to von that it not 
expected that the entire detail attending the 
movement of a large army is to be superintend- 
ed by the commander thereof in person? I will 
even grant you that in theory you are right, and 
that General McClellan should not have had of- 
ficers attached to his staff who neglected to use 
everv precaution to prevent failure; but l>e 
charitable; don’t fail to remember the awful dis- 
appointment when that pontoon train failed to 
« j -pear upon the Rappahannock, and when the 
vials of wrath were poured not upon the head of 
the favorite of your party. General Burnside, 
but upon those of Generals Halleck, Meigs, and 
Woodbury; and again be charitable, and do not 
fail to remember bow carefully you have secret- 
ed that more terrible blunder than ever occurred 
in the annals of this or any other war, by which 
we have no less than twenty-three monitors, 
constructed at an expense of over twelve mil- 
lions of dollars, and which, by the nice calcula- 
tions of the naval engineers, brought in after 
one of them was launched, it was determined 
that, with their armament, they would Jbmt just 
fire inches under water. Now, Judge, who is re- 
sponsible for this? Again be charitable; but do 
not fail to remember that the President 
and “Fighting Joe Hooker, "carefully concealing 
their plans even from the Commander-in-Chief 
and the Secretary of War to that extent that, 
whilst the battle was going on at Chancellors- 
ville. I was informed directly, by the best au- 
thority in the premises, “that neither General 
Halleck nor the Secretary of Wai* know more 
of what was going on than I did,” and that all 
the requisitions made during the preparations 
of the movement, instead of going through the 
ordinary channels, were ordered directly by the 
President;” and do you know that, to the present 
hour, the country has never been informed that, 
on that occasion, Hooker and the President 
fought the best army that was ever got together, 
numbering no less than one hundred and sixty- 
live thousand men, against General Lee, with 
aa army of fifty-seven thousand— lost thi tty- 
five thousand men — were completely routed, 
and to such an extent that, a? I saul before, but 
for the providential killing of Stonewall Jack- 
son, our armv would have been annihilated? 
Why has not Mr. Stanton told this to the fami- 
lies of the thirty-five thousand so unnecessarily 
slaughtered, instead of attempting to console 
them w ith the pitiful story that “the 11th army 
corps gave way in confusion,” and that “but 
one-third of General Hooker's army had been, 
brought into action.” 

Why did not your Committee on the Conduct 
of the’ War exhaust a few of those five hundred 
days, and a portion of those seventeen hundred 
pages, especially devoted to General McClellan, 
upon the military successes of that great leader, 
General Butler, before Petersburg, where six 
thousand of liis men were marched prisoners 
into Richmond — almost without his knowledge 
—he and Mr. Stanton coolly assuring the coun- 
try that there had been a great fog, aud that it 
came before breakfast? 

Before I leave vour friend Mr. Stanton, I will 
instance another* evidence of his treachery to 
G« neral McClellan. All know of the disasters 
caused by the interference of the President and 
Mr. Stanton with the Army of the Potomac. It 
was necessary to have a victim, and General 
McClellan was selected and removed. A short 
time afterwards, Poi>e being placed in command 
failed most disastrously, and Washington was 
again threatened. The President and his Cabi- 
net were alarmed to that extent that a steamer 
was prepared a»d ready to assist in tbclr escape. 
With earnest entreaty and supplication, McClel- 
lan was solicited to assume command and save 
them and Washington. He consented, ignoring 
the solicitations ol‘ his friends, who desired that 
he should first Insist upon the removal of Mr. 
Stanton, which he utterly refused, replying that 
he would not permit any personal considerations 
to influence his conduct when the capital was in 
such imminent danger, lie then accomplished 
the greatest military success of the war. He re- 
organized the demoralized army of rope whilst 
on the march, and gained the glorious victory 
of Antietam. McClellan’s star was again in the 
ascendant. Mr. SLanton begged forgiveness for 
the past, and promiecd his devoted friendship 
for the future. 

Again, General McClellanV trusting nature 
prevailed over the advice of his friends, and the 
treacherous conduct of Mr. Stanton was for- 
given by General McClellan, only to be again 
more wickedly betrayed than ever. Washing- 
ton was iiq sooner reliered. and the President 
and his Cabinet safe, than, by tho influence of 
Mr. Stanton, General McClellan was again re- 
moved from the command of the Array of the 
Potomac, when upon the verge of battle, and 
ordered into retirement. 

You call up the ghosts of departed soldiers. 
P«* assured. General McClellan V sleep will not 
be disturbed by them; but what must lie the 
broken slumbers of those who are responsible 
for the tens of thousands lost by Pope, Burn- 
side, and Hooker, in attempting’ to carry out 
what the President called hi» 4 *plan,” and the 
hundred and fifty thousand lost since the 4th of 
Mav, south of the Rapidan, and what must b© 
the dreams of the President who could, amidst 
the groans of the dying that lav upon the gory 
field of Antietam, call for the singing of a ribald 
song? 

In times like these wc want some other than 
tl c weak and vacillating President who assured 
Mr. Crittenden and the patriots that accom- 
panied him from Kentucky that they might go 
home and infqrm tlieir friends that he would 
not violate their rights and interests by any 
proclamation or emancipation. Before these 
a .- mi ranees could be transmitted to the people 
of Kentucky his promises had been broken, and 
just such a proclamation, violating all these 
pledges, was issued. 

If any State has done nobly, and earned dis- 
til ction for pure patriotism under the nun«t 
tning. dreadful sufferings of this war in which 
a whole people have been despoiled, families 
embittered against familos, and members of the 
same family against each other to that extent 
that harmony can never again prevail, it is the 
Slate of Kentucky; and If there was any one 
State that should* have had influence with tho 
Administration, it was that State. But her 
voice, amidst the din and blood of battle, has 
never been heard, or, if heard for the moment, 
it wo.s soon lost under the influence of Massa- 
chusetts, aided by the demon yells of radical 
men, who cried out extermination, and in the 
same breath proclaimed a higher law than the 
constitution, which they only denounce as a 
covenant with hell. 

The people of the South arc members of the 
same national family with us; they must be 
brought back by continued force, if they will not 
('(•me bac k by conseut. But we must respect 
tlieir rights, whatever they arc. There is uo 
more power in the President of the United States 
to control whatever righpof property there may 
remain to the m iu the slave on the day on which 
they lay down their arms, than there is in the 
sheriff to insist that the poor culprit, who lias 
violated the law in the most outrageous man- 
ner, si nil be deprived of his food or his cloth- 
ing prior to his execution. The military au- 
thority of the President during the existence of 
ti c war c an apply only to personal property ia 
tl.» actual i»os>csrion of the army, and all mili- 
taiy authority ceases the moment peace is re- 
st* red, and the only authority that can be exer- 
cised over the same from the moment hor-tilities 
eei'.-c is lodged in the constitutions and laws of 
tl e States, and the United States, whose man- 
dates he, by the constitution. Is bound by his 
o: ill to obey.

MATERIALIZATION OF THE TRA JECTORY.

Time can never dim the truth of that saying 
of Rome’s great essayist, “An idea is a rnonu- 
n cut of which the memory of but few men can 
lay claim,” f«»r the major part, even of the ac- 
complished mass, reason ns if they were ma- 
chines, the wheels of which had been cast in the 
furnace of ages, or who, in point of fact, have 
Income but walking encyclopedias, brilliant the 
while with thoughts of the past, but lacking 
that vitality of originality necessary to mount 
those steeps of fame which hobbvism has reached 
simply by fostering some idea calculated to dis- 
tinguish the man from the moss who daily grasp 
at straw® while sinking beneath the waves of 
oblivion. For we notice that the majority of 
humanity are ever ready to condemn such as 
Ptermride fVom the path of the already acquired, 
and can only be convinced by material result- 
ants, who have no desire to enter those mines of 
philosophy where gems of truth can he reached 
already polished to grace the printed page, or t* 
sparkle in our mechanical combination?, which, 
having tirumi hed over labor and reduced the 
magnitude ol distance in our social relation? by 
moving pula ces. while civilization can boast of 
it- w ire net-work over which the thought of its 
millions is ever throbbing. It will be the object 
of the papers th.u I now propose to make public 
to provoke in the mind pf the seidier 
a spirit of inquiry beet calculated to make him 
master of hi» ritle. by a more thorough under- 
standing of those initiatory principles which 
w ere bequeathed to us by those, who, over a 
century ago, gave to the scientific world the 
law? involved in what we now recognize a> the 
rifle theory, of which, even in this day of ex- 
periment and improvement, when so much of 
precision B expected in our military creations, 
do wc find in too manv of those designated *s 
instructors a want of understanding, in such 
exposition of theories, best calculated to hasten 
the recruit in acquiring a practical knowledge 
of his piece, making him familiar with such ob- 
stacles ns each peculiarity in construction was 
intended to overcome. We can understand 
readily that a man may* by practice, become a 
skilful marksman, and yet he wholly ignorant 
of the philosophy to which he has conformed, 
vet how much sooner could he have reached a 
like proficiency by understanding the law*> which 
have governed the fatal riiot, at the same time 
effecting a paving in the ammunition expended in 
p & storing the rifle. 

Before examing the rifle and it? trajectory it may 
Pc av ell, by way of contrast, to give smooth arms a 
] nssing notice. The most favorable result that 
can lie reached by theory would be to suppose 
a spherical shot as perfectly homogeneous, fitting 
a j crfectly smooth bore as close as possible 
and jet allow the escape of the air between 
the charge and hall while being forced 
down the bore, with a wadding or metallic 
ring, calculated to close such space around the 
hall, designated a? windage, thus preventing 
any hut a forward movement of the shot until it 
shall enter on the trajectory, when it would, by 
the resistance it would meet, from the air in pas- 
sage, take up a rotary motion along the tra- 
jectory; for, having two movements, one for- 
ward and the other falling from angle of pro- 
jection or line of fire, it would lie forced to re- 
ive on it.? centre of gravity along the line of 
fire. Elongated shot, fired from arm? not rifled, 
would, if it were possible to throw its centre of 
gravity to the middle of its major axis, prevent 
iinv rotary motion whatever, wheu we would 
reach better results than from rlllc practice, for 
vc would save that power necessary to generate 
the rotary motion. The rifle was invented to 
meet most of the principles referred to by creat- 
ing, a new axis or centre of gyration, which, 
however, it would cost power to generate. By 
making the ceutre of rotation conform with the 
axis or the bore, we obtain the advantage of 
throwing ail the imperfections of the shot under 
the influence of the rotary motion generated in 
the piece. In the old rifle, before the invention 
of cyllndro-eonlcal projectiles, the object sought 
va?’ that, ns the centre of gravity would seldom 
agree in any two shot, it was found desirable to 
muke such differences take up n motion on and 
around the axis of the l>ore. Wo observe, then, 
that the greatest improvement of modern times 
In which the rifle Is involved w.-vs iu the 
Introduction of elongated shot. The old rifle 
was made heavier than that now used by our 
ainiies, so a? to reduce the recoil of the piece, 
which would l>e as the weight of the projectile 
is to that of the piece so will he the effect of re- 
coil, while n heavy gun can take up more ca- 
lorie. ilian a light one, on account of possessing 
nu»rc matter; *o it will be seen that the heavy 
rm could be discharged a longer time, and with 
greater rapidity, without danger, than the lighter 
cue. This recoil, or movement to the rear, takes 
place at the instant of ignition, when the gasses 
developed by the combustion of the powder are 
overcoming the inertia of the shot. Before the 
introduction of elongated projectiles, a wad of 
cloth was used to lessen the windage or space 
between the circumference of the ball and that 
of the bore, for when any “jumping” is allowed 
the hall while leaving the piece, it would mate- 
rially change the course ot the shot at the point 
where it Inst impinged at the muzzle, by the es- 
cape of the propelling gasses through such in- 
terval that would lift or depress such shot, thus 
reducing the accuracy of our fire. The object 
n.et by the introduction of elongated shot is 
equalization. For we notice, first, a disposition 
to move on Its centre of gravity; second, to re- 
volve on the axis of the bore; third, when th§ 
hull first enters on the trajectory it would have 
a disposition to continue the rotation by 
eh: nging the centre of gravitation to 
the centre line of the resisting model, and 
as no two of the three influences 
would he likely to coincide, we have forced in 
practice with rifled arm? a fourth or composite 
axis, which is the grouping of the three tenden- 
cies alluded to, when the shot shall commence 
its course on tin* trajectory. At this point the 
rot my motion commences to show us that great 
deflecting element of practice, known us deriva- 
tion or drift. 

In the materialization of the Trajectory we 
must notice the point at which the shot will 
have taken up its greatest momentum, which 
wc find will change with the charge of powder, 
hut generally is about some seventy feet from 
tie muzzle. * For it is intended that the ball 
•hall take up nn initial velocity of some 1,500 
feet per second, and as the air can only move 
with a velocity of some 1,256 feet per second to 
fill a vacuum, it L? clear that the shot will leave 
behind it a void track or atmospheric tube, and 
as tlie peewure of the air would he some fifteen 
pounds to the square Inch, it will he seen that 
the «jasses not fully developed in the piece rush 
foiwnrd through this void space and add to the 
sh<>t already in motion more velocity than it 
had taken up in the piece. This will continue 
until the effect branches off like the sides of a 
cr.nical tube, so that a ball moving forward 
with jurt sufficient speed to leave in its imme- 
diate rear a void space, must meet w ith an 
atmospheric resistance equal to auch pressure. 
Wc next observe the effect of soldiers throwing 
mv, ay i art of the cartridge Intended for a charge 
to prevent the recoil of the piece they may wish 
to fire. Tiffs reduces the value of his fire, and 
exposes hi* life when he is in action to a double 
danger, for he would have to rearrange his sight, 
winch has been guagod for certain distances. 
This would become a tax on hi? judgment that 
he would not i>c likely to meet, and thus would 
lie give renewed confidence to the enemy. Tho 
holding of the rifle perfectly firm when it is 
tired car not he too strongly urged on the sol- 
dier, for in this day of w ar, firing arms for only 
moral effect has become obsole te. It is not pos- 
si! le to estimate the amount of ammunition 
thus squandered in our army. The cartridge in- 
tended for the Burnside carbine is well calcu- 
lated to meet this abuse, and the principle will 
yet hr applied to others than breach-loading 
aru by changing the point of ignition to the 
rear arid centre, making it coincide with the 
:• ri- of the l>ore. That firing the charge at rear 
land centre is the best theory, there cau remain 
. question. By the model of cylindro-eouical 
At w c bring more matter to a given resisting 
rfnee than can be done in spherical shot, hence 
c retain for execution more momentum. Tho 
bellow base of these shot allow an expansion 
v hich, filling the grooves of the piece, retains 
a ore perfectly the gasses generating for propul- 
sir n. while the grooves at the base, when the 
l all shall he in passage and shows a disposition 
to dip or its rear to fall, by turbing on the cen- 
tre of its major axis of rotation, when the air 
striking such grooves will again lift or hold on 
the traiectorv as the feather on the arrow. I 
will n< w i-peak more fully of derivation or drift 
v hich so much detracts from otherwise desirable 
results in rifle practice; in other words, it is a 
disposition to roll off from the trajectory in the 
direction of its rotary motion, so that, instead of 
striking the point aimed at we hit a mark always 
to ! lie right or left of our line of aim (aa the 
piece mav generate the rotary motion). Let us 
here, look at li e reason, to (io which we must 
n U.c this point a specialty, for military author- 
ities are silent as to cause, giving us only the 
data ol results. To find this cause we must ma- 
terialb.e the trajectory ’which, in practice, we dis- 
ci ver to he found in the ascending or descend- 
ing 1 ranches of the parabolic curve, which 
would be true if our practice was in vacuo, with 
only the action of gravity to generate the curved 
line. 

Bv Fni'pofing the angle of projection to bo 
one M(ie of a cone, from wbicli angle (lie hall 
would, although amending, be continu- 
ally falling and taking a like angle 
•for the descending branch, we have the limits 
of the trajectory or parntx.hr curve of practice. 
Now, as the sum of resistance through gravity 
is found in cither branch of the parabola iu 
vat uo, it follows that we can. by taking a sheet 
of steel or nnv other clastic lamina representing 
one-half of an equilateral triangle, materialize 
this d ive, simple bv taking the second side as 
the ft ni of original momentum and bending 
•ho sheet upward in a vertical plane nntil such 
side or base shall coincide vritii angle of pro- 
erlion. So, that, supposing a hull to have had 
an initial velocity of 1,( 00 lect per second and 
to have stinck a point in space with a velocity 
of 100 feet per second, then, by taking threc-

we by inversion turn the curve of the catenary 
into the trajectory. 

Wc find that derivation only take? place 
in elongated shot, and takes up a 
course similar to that which it would 
mark. In translation or at an oblique angle to 
tlie forward movement, simply because the pro- 
jectile revolves ou its major axis, and while fall- 
ing moves through an atmospheric media com- 
petent and representing sufficient matter to al- 
low the shot to oblique; for no straight line can 
move &lou<? a curved line without cutting a 
broader path than its minor diameter. A close 
study of tills principle will show mv position to 
he correct, aud that this curve can be material-

Anothkk Disastnk on the Lakf.. — The 
Cleveland Lender says : 

t)n Friday evening last, al>out ten o’clock, 
am tlicr terrible catastrophe, in addition to the 
lortrc number which have already Occurred on 
Lake Erie during the present season of naviga- 
tion, transpired at the mouth of our harbor, re- 
sulting in the entire destruction of the tu^ Wins- 
low, Captain Ottinger, owned by the Messrs. 
Winslow, of this city, and recently chartered for 
government purposes. 

The Winslow arrived here a day or two ago, 
on her first cruise since beiug fitted up as a Gov- 
ernment vessel. She left on Friday afternoon 
for a cruise down tlie lake. The wind at that 
time was blowing fresh from the northwest. 
W hen about twelve miles below this port, the 
gale increased to such violence that Captain 
Ottinger decided to return. Ho accordingly 
put the tug about aud returned. In coming iu, 
it struck on the bar and stuck, pounding heavily. 
On backing off it was found that the shoe on 
the after part of the keel had been so bent up 
that it interfered with tlie propeller wheel, ren- 
dering the machinery useless. 

Thus, at the mercy of wind and wave, the 
boat was driven between tlm railroad piers and 
up( n the breakwater extending from the Pitts- 
burg coal pier to Wheeler Ac Russel’s Dining 
H-.il. on which she was thrown broad side with 
great force, knocking a bole in her side, into 
w hich the water washed with great rapidity. All 
on board succeeded, however, in escaping to 
tlie spiles. 

This happened between nine and ten o’clock. 

Here most of the fnen remained for nearly 
two hours, the water running entirely over the 
breakwater, and drenching them with each 
w.-.vc. Four men were washed oft' the spiles 
ai d drow ned. Their names are John Kelley, 
Quartermaster; John Fox, Coxswain; Timothy 
L' ( ns, sailor; Charles Washington, hoy. Some 
oil lie crew succeeded in reaching the piers in 
►fricly, and notified those whom they met of the 
imminent peril of their comrades. On hearing 
of it Captain McKav, of the City of Cleveland, 
dragged one of his boats from his steamer across 
ihe pier, launched it into the water, and, with 
the aid of his mate, Geo. McKay, and two wheel- 
men, succeeded in reaching the men and tak- 
ing th( m off, at the imminent peril of their own 
li\is. This heroic act should l>e apprecia- 
*r d by our citizens, and wc hope that some tes- 
timonial may l»e presented to these brave inen. 
Thomas Hayes, Hirst officer, deserves great 
credit for his efforts to save the men and get 
them oft the spiles. lie saved the life of Frank 
Waid, one of tlie hoys.

Washington, Oct. 12. 

Tbf United States transport Kcnncbcc arrived 
here this morning from City Point, bringing up 
eighty-nine rebel deserters. Among these de- 
serters are five of the crew of the reb£l ram. 
They were released upon taking the oath and 
furnished with transportation. 

The Kennebec also brought up Luther Libby, 
\\ m. Jones, aud W. II. Lautham, who were 
captured by Gen. Kautz’s cavalry aud sent here 
by Gen. Patrick, charged with tearing down the 
American flag in Richmond at tlie breaking out 
ot the rebellion. Ail three of them were com- 
mitted to the Old Capitol Prison by the Provost 
Marshal. 

The owner of tbc famous Libby Prison was 
among the prisoners captured and brought here 
to-day. 

The Christian New?, a paper published at 
Weldon, N. C., says: “We think there is little 
or no doubt that a fleet is now forming between 
Norfolk and Old Point to attack Wilmington. 

Among the number of vessels seen bv our in- 
formant, there are two very formidable moni- 
tors. That an attack at an early day upon Wil- 
mington Is contemplated, is most certain.” 

A telegram, dated Petersburg, on Monday in 
ti e Richmond papers, thus allude.? to the last 
movement of the rebel forces on the left of 
Grant’s army: 

Petersburg, Oct. 9. — Yesterday, about noon, 
the enemy in force moved on our right. It w as 
supposed at first that it was for the purpose of 
making an attack on our lines, but it turned out 
to be nothing more than the enemy extending 
tlieir lines on our right, in order to occupy all 
of our lost works near Fort McRae. 

The enemy, by this move, gained nothing in 
the direction of the South-side Railroad, and 
only prolonged their line, driving in a few ve- 
dettes occupying this ground. Heath took 
only a part of the works near Fort McRae occu- 
pied by the enemy’. AH quiet to-day.

X answer, I have to sav that I have received 
numerous communications of like character, as 
well as many private letters, soliciting my views 
ou tlie same subject, but, front the sense of tlie 
proprieties of my position as a military officer, 
have hitherto forborne to respond to" any of 
them, and would continue to do so to all such 
requests but for the disrespect it would imply 
for their authors and tlie contradictory state- 
ments tliat have been put forth by opposing 
partisan newspapers as to my choice for Presi- 
dent. It is, I repeat, only under these circum- 
stances that X undertake now, aud in this in- 
stance, to depart from the tide I had proscribed 
for myself, and vent ure to offer you aud all con- 
cerned tlie following hearty but siucere decla- 
ration. As to tlio condition of the country, it is 
obvious civil war is on us tearing tlie vitals of 
tlie nation, reddening tbo land with our best 
blood, consuming the substance of the people, 
and entailing on us and our posterity an oner- 
ous public debt, and imperatively requires of us 
to put forth unitedly and determinedly our ut- 
most efforts to bring it to a speedy close by 
crushing the rebellion.

LETTER FROM JUDGE DUVALL. 

Georgetown, Kr., Oet. 5, 1861. 
Ties. S’. Lindsey, Esq.: 

Df.vii Sir: During my absence from the State, 

I authorized you, as mV attorney, to institute 
proceedings for contesting tlie recent judicial 
election iikthis Appellate District. The ground 
mainly relied on, as you are aware, was the 
order from the military authorities to tlie Sher- 
iffs, ilircrtiT'C tlrara V-;’ hirm my iKUIIC Stricken 

from the piolls as a candidate. The effect of 
that order, and of its excution by tlie officers, 
was, ns I then believed and still believe, to de- 
feat the will of an overwhelming majority of 
tlie voters of the districts, and to prevent them 
from exercising the most valuable right secured 
to them bv tlieir constitution and laws. 

But, whatever may be our estimate of this 
wrong, or of the policy of silent acquiescence in 
it, I think you will, upon a more thorough exam- 
ination, concur with me in the opinion that our 
laws have provided no remedy for it. The 
statute creating the Board for determining con- 
tested elections limits tlie jurisdiction of the 
hoard to three ela-ses of eases: First, where 
two candidates slisll have received an equal 
number of votes; second, where the person re- 
turned is found not to have been legally quali- 
fied; and, third, where another- than the person 
returned shall he found to have received 
the highest number of loyal vote*. Although 
tin constitution expressly declares that all elec- 
tions shall he free and equal, and that the privi- 
lege of free suffrage shall lie supported by law* 
rcgtflating elections, and prohibiting, under ad- 
equate pa'iialtice, all undue influence thereon 
from power, bribery, tumult, or other improper 
practices, still, the powers of tlie Board are so 
clearly defined and limited by the express term* 
of the statute that I do not sec how they could 
be so extended by fair construction or implicn- ' 
tion ns to embrace tlie present ease. The reason 
of tlie omission probably was that such au abuse 
of ihe “privilege of free suffrage” was never an- 
ticipated by the Legislature. 

This view, iu which I don lit not yon will con- 
cur. leaves me uo oilier alternative than to re- 
qui -I you at once to dismiss the proceeding. 

It may lie proper for me to assure you that 
this appeal to the civil tribunals was dictated 
l»v no merely selfish considerations; for it could, 
iii no eveni, however successful, have resulted 
In the least lienefit to me personally. Nor ws* 
it dictated by any feeling of resentment or 111 
will towards the distinguished gentleman wh* 
has succeeded me on the Bench. He wa» my 
preceptor, and lias always been my friend, aud 
I know that, in liis exalted character, and in hia 
learning and experience as a jurist, tlie people 
of tlie Slate will find ample compensation for 
any irregularity in the manner iu which tho of- 
fice was conferred.

Summary Execution of one of Bill Axdkr- 
son’s Gaxo oi Guerillas. — T hursday of 1#H 
week was a day of iuteusc excitement in Il m- 
nil.nl, Missouri. On the arrival of the Keokuk 
boat, a prisoner, who had been captured in La- 
grange the day previous, charged with being a 
guerilla, and supposed to have been one of the 
participants in the late Centralia massacre, was 
put off' for the purpose of being tried and pun- 
ished according to his deserts. Little or no sym- 
pathy was shown him. About five o’clock the 
prisoner was brought out and placed in a wag- 
on containing his coffin, when the whole as- 
sembly of citizens and soldiers, about 1,500 iu 
number, marched down to the levee, and dowu 
the levee to its intereclion with Market street, 
where the soldiery were formed into a hol- 
low square, and the prisoner stationed at the 
foot of his coffin. Rev. B. Stevens offered up a 
very impressive prayer to the throuc of grace, 
and the prisoner manifested a great degree of 
penitence. The sentence was then read to the 
condemned, after which he was blindfolded and 
seated at the end of his coffin. The command 
was then giycn to fire, when a detail of twenty- 
four men raised their pieces, fired, and the pris- 
oner’s soul was sent unshriven to its last ac- 
count. He died without a struggle, and, upon 
examination, it was found that he had been 
pierced by tire balls. The prisoner gave his 
same as Hughey B. Bloom, and stated that lie 
had married hts present wife, who resides in 
Lyons, Clinton county Iowa, under the assumed 
name of Smith, at Little Rock, Ark., a few 
years since, and that his wile is ignorant of his 
real name. 

A Notorious Gdhrilla Cattbrkd. — The no- 
torious bushwhacker and guerilla Dick Davis, 
who has long been a terror to the inhabitants 
outside the lines of Memphis, was captured, 
with three of his band, near Coldwator, on Fri- 
day, by a squad of the 7th Indiana cavalry. They 
were cangbt in the house of a fanner, at break- 
fast, brought to Memphis, and are now In Irving 
Block, the leader in irons. Our men were not 
aware of the prize they had secured until ar- 
riving at Gen. Grierson’s headquarters, where 
Davis was recognized by several officers. He is 
a deserter from an Iowa regiment, and since 
joined the guerillas, has been guilty of almost 
every crime nameablc, from murder down. The 
atrocities committed by this desperado and his 
band arc incalculable. Had he been recognized 
by his captors, it is probable that he would not 
have been brought to Memphis alive. No pun- 
ishment too severe can be meted out to so deep- 
dved a villain.

The General displayed 
great gallantry and coolness. The troops fought 
bravely, but suffered greatly during the march 
to this place.

Lieutenant-Colonel Mason, of the 11th 
Michigan cavalry, was killed ill a skirmish on 
Big Sandy Mountain. * 

San Fuancisco, Oet. 12.

New York, Oct. 13. 

The stock market opened with an increased 
activity, but showed considerable strength. 
There was a bid for a large amount of stocks at 
the first board at a general advance until near 
the close, when the prices dropped lower. The 
unexpected interest shown In the new loan gave 
a stimulus to the Government. 

State stocks quiet, but firm. Pacific railroad 
bonds are unusually active, and prices better. 
Treasury paper fa much stronger. The activity 
in minimr shares are belter, aud moderatelV 
i»cti»c. Tne sales of railroad stocks are larger 
than the several days past. 

After the board the market fell one per cent, 
recovering at the close the iu«.r 0nse d disposition 
to sell. The gold market was steaiw and uni- 
form throughout the morning, but the tendency 
was slightly upward, and afterwards, without 
special sensation, opened at 203 and fluctuated 
to 208. The closing price in the afternoon after 
the board was 210. 

The market continues steady- with rather 
more demand at 7 per cent. The loan as vet 
produces no tendency toward stringency. The 
demand for discount continues easy and light, 
and the rates are unchanged. Foreign exchange 
moderately active. Bankers’ bills, with a gen- 
eral preference for merchants'. Sterling bills 
vary noin 218 to 221, owing to the present un- 
settled state of affairs in England, which tends 
to produce an unusual discrimination between 
names. Bids for the new loan come in rapidly. 
Probably fifty millions have been offered al- 
ready. 

Tiicre is rather more activity in the general 
trade, and particularly among dry- goods the 
prices are stiffer, especially In domestic cotton, 
and woollen choice foreign dress. Prices rule very 
film. Gold closed at the evening hoard at 
20 !%. 

In the ease of Cummings, who stole the bank 
notes from the Astor House, Judge Domllti de- 
cided that the bills were worthless, because 
they were unsigned, and, therefore, no larceny 
was committed. Cummings was discharged 
from custody. 

The Tribune and World both claim the elec- 
tion in Pennsylvania. Sufficient returns to de- 
cide liave not vet been received. 

Gen. Sherman's report occupies twcuty col- 
umns of the Army and Navy Journal. 

The Times copies freely this morning. 

The aggregate strength of Sherman’s army- 
on May 1 was 98,795 men, and 96 guns. 

The report includes all operations from Chat- 
tanooga to Atlanta. 

Another haul of counterfeiters was made this 
morning in this city; $3,000 in postal currency, 
plate, Are., were taken. 

The steamer Eagle, from Havana, says the 
United States gunboat Shenandoah arrived 
there on the 29th ult., with a request from our 
Government for Appleton Oaksmith, charged 
with being engaged in the slave trade. The Cu- 
ban golice set to work failed to find the ollcgcd 
criminal. 

A Mexican gentleman is said to have recently- 
arrived at Havana cn route to New York, bring- 
ing from the Emperor of Mexico letters to the 
Mexican General Dabledo, now in this city, 
guaranteeing him safe conduct to the Mexican 
capital. 

A City of Mexico letter of the 28th says: The 
war noiv is virtually at au end. A large body 
of Republican torecs have !>ccn routed not far 
from Durango, w ho was led hv Gen. Ortego, 
who managed thus far to prolong its existence. 
Only a few bands of gucoillas remain to keep up 
a semblance of the war. 

Some French regiments are only waiting the 
arri\ at of transportation to take them back to 
France. 

Hahrisbi-ro, Oct. 13. 

Although not required by law, the State here 
fa keeping a regular book of record of the offi- 
cial returns of the army, which are entered by 
couutic. and congressional districts as fast as 
received. A few Commissioners arrived to-day-, 
bringing with them the returns from the hos- 
pitals about Washington, and from some por- 
tions of Sheridan’s army, which latter, it ap- 
pears, they were able to reach, notwithstand- 
ing the rumors to the contrary. The entire 
number of votes thus far opened and entered at 
the State Department will scarcely reach 4,090, 
and these are scattered through the various 
counties of the State. 

A report of them to-day would he of little 
moment.

HYPNOTIC HAPPINESS. 

BY MRS. LUCY WRIGHT. 

Count o’er the jov* thine hour* have seen. 

Count o’er thy day a from anguish fnv. 

And know, whatever thou hast lareu* 

*Tis something bettor not to bo. 

The object of life is the pursuit of happiness. 
But what is happiness, anti how is it to be ob- 
tained? The Arab has liis haschiseh, the Chinese 
his opium, the South American his cocoa leaf, 
and the Indian, not alone, his tobacco. We free 
Americans, of cosmopolitan descent, solace our- 
Sc1tc 8 with the spirit of corn and the /nice and 
sm ike of tobacco — poor substitutes for the 
dreamy happiness of opium, or the gorgeous 
fantasia of Indian hemp. If there be a nepenthe, 
we, of all nations of earth, upon this, the prc»- 
ent bault and shoal of time, stand most in need 
of it. The poor drafted and the drafted poor 
should be bountifully supplied with a most po- 
tent care and scare-dispeller. He who shall dis- 
cover that which will make a Mr. or Mrs. Mark 
Tapley of every man and woman of this war-dis- 
tracted country will deserve more of humanity 
than a Sanitary Commission. To b« jolly, or 
not to bo jolly, that is the question. 

Let us consider, seriatim, the various agents 
that have been had recourse to as a means of 
lightening the ills that flesh is heir to or mind 
inherits, and of mitigating the malign influences 
Dial make calamity of so long life. 

Of physical agents, that of Mesmerism has 
projuised much, hut alas, has i>erformcd but 
little. “ It is among the most curious of the 
numerous facts which Mr. Baird's investigation 
upon artificial somnambulism (Mesmerism) 
have brought to light, that the suggestions de- 
rived from the “ muscular sense" have a pecu- 
liar poteuev in determining the current of 
thought. For if the face, body, or limbs be 
brought into an attitude that is expressive of 
any particular emotion, or that correspond with 
that in which it would be placed for the per- 
formance of any voluntary action, the corres- 
ponding mental state — that is, cither an emo- 
tional condition affecting the general direction 
of the thoughts, or the idea of .a particular ac- 
tion — is called up in consequence of it. " Under 
the influence of this hypnotism, as it is some- 
times called, if the hand of the operator is placed 
upon the head of his subject, and that part of 
his anatomy slightly thrown back, we are as- 
sured that as much pride is displayed as Is ever 
manifested by a successful candidate for Con- 
gress. Here is happiness and pride at tbc small- 
est possible cost. Again, humility can be pro- 
duced, even in the most pompous and arrogant 
office-holder, in this state, by thrusting the head 
forward and downward. 80, again, laughter 
and a hilarious disposition are readily induced 
by gently separating tiic angles of the month, 
and by contracting the eye-brows, and drawing 
them toward the nose, a moroseness is induced 
equal that which is observed in on Individual 
who Is in search of a substitute. By jingling a 
bunch of keys, » n d placing the hand in the 
pocket, the traditional idea of silver is suggested 
to the sleeping Hvpnot. Thus it will be ob- 
served] that much happiness of a purely 
visionary character can be obtained by a very 
inconsiderable amonut of physical exertion, 
which has the great merit of not being succeeded 
by unpleasant after effects. This Is about all 
that can be said on the subject of imponderable 
happiness. 

Ponderable hypnotic happiness is a much 
more extensive subject. »«d one that has been 
largely discussed, rerhaps the most ancient is 
that which is the product of the fermentation of 
the juiceef the grape. Noah having been sur- 
rounded by water for a considerable n Timber of 
days and nights, reversed the fluid 'order of 
things by himself surrounding a liquid of much 
less specific gravity than the one upon which he 
had just concluded his voyage in search of 
“port.” Since that memorable period a little 
happiness and infinite misery have resulted 
from the thousand modifications which the 
original juice has suffered from the Ingenuity of 
man in transforming a healthful, carc-dispcll- 
iug fluid into the fiery liquid which consumes 
health, body, and soul; and for tbc moment of 
premonitory happiness with which it deludes 
its victim, demands his eternal misery as a com- 
pensation. 

The key to the mystery of the great success 
which crowned the efforts of Mahomet is to be 
sought in the fact that the use of alcoholic 
liquors, of whatever source or origin, were 
strictly interdicted as a means of exhilaration 
to the followers of the prophet. Who ever 
heard of an intoxicated individual who expe- 
rienced religion or adopted a new creed ? 
Christianity is the only religion that has ever 
withstood the alcoholic ordeal. The transient 
happinesss which it produces is succeeded by 
such abject misery that hope itself is aban- 
doned, and the wretched inebriate holds himself 
amenable to neither the laws of God nor man. 
The consumer of alcohol Is prepared to dispute 
everything, and deny everything but the Divine 
origin of the Christian religion. The spirit of 
disbelief, rebellion, and wine, constitute the 
trinity oft discord. The hypnotic happiness of 
alcohol is of such an evanescent character, and 
the subsequent misery of such infinite depth, 
that it becomes a question of much interest to 
the psychologist why that kind of anaesthesia 
is ever had recourse to a second time by the 
same individual. Of all body and soul-destroy- 
ing narcotic stimulants, alcohol is the most 
speedy and fatal in its effects, when nsed to 
excess. Dr. Oppenheim assures us, iu his book 
of travels, that those persons who use opium 
to excess do not accomplish the ruin of their 
health, or a serious impairment of their intel- 
lectual powers, under a period of twenty years. 
The abuse of alcohol wifi accomplish more in a 
lesa number of months. A truce to alcohol. 
The subject is worn to the last degree of atten- 
uation. 

Of all stimulants, that of hascUiscli is possessed 
of most psychological interest. Although pleas- 
urable excitement generally follows the ingestion 
of this resin, yet occasionally directly opposite 
results obtain. Tlius there are Instances in 
which furious insanity manifests itself after the 
use of this agent, together with a disposition on 
the part of the “ hoschischan " to take the life of 
bis fellow man. Hence the term assassin, which 
is a corruption of the Arabic, 'hoschischan. 
Among the curious effects of hemp is that of 
extending onr impressions of time and space. 
Minutes become hours, hours lengthen into 
years; and a vista of limited extent is expanded 
into infinite space. Impressions crowd through 
the brain in much the same manner that is ob- 
served by a person in the act of drowning. At 
snch a time.it is said that a panoramic view of 
every act of our lives passes through the mind 
in a second of time. A furlough of a few days 
might thus, by the aid of haschiseh, be pro- 
longed to several years; and the 6paec between 
contending armies extended beyond the range 
of a two hundred pound shot. By the proper 
use of this miraculous agent onr soldiers can 
always be kept at a safe distance from the rebels 
(in the mind’s eye). Again, a duality of mind 
is developed by swallowing a dose of haschiseh. 
Thus, a person during the fantasia of hemp has 
been known to compose in French and express 
himself in Italian at the same instant of time 
This fact will be of immense advantage to poli- 
ticians who preach one line of policy and prac- 
tiscanotber. Much more might be said on this 
subject in its applications to the present state of 
the country, but a a word to the wise, etc 
Opium, a hvpnotic containing much bitter 
happiness, will form the subject of another art* 
tie. 



SoAKBMTAliK IN MLS Relation to Music.— 
From a lecture delivered on the 23d of April, 
1KG4, before the “Berliner Tonkucn.tlcr Verein,” 
by Emil Naumann, wc take the following: Fal- 
alaff says of tlie lean Justice of the Peace, Shal- 
low- “The case of a treble hautboy was a man- 
sion for him. a court. ” (Here wc have a glimpse 
of Shakespeare’s possessing a particular knowl- 
edge of separate instruments). On another oc- 
casion, FaUaff says: “’Sblood, I am as melan- 
choly as a gib rat, or a lugged bear. Prises 
//«.— Or an old lion; or a lover’s lute. F ids.— 
Tea, or the drone of a Lincolnshire bagpipe." 
This is a proof that Shakespeare did not enter- 
tain less repugnance than any of us for the mu- 
sic played at fairs or ground upon organs, and 
of which I, at least, feel such n horror. Song 
and music play a wonderfully spirited part in 
that seeue of Twelfth Night where Sir Toby, 
Sir Andrew, and the Clown, in their cups, 
horrify all cars. “ Sir To . — Shall wc raise 

the night-owl in a catch that will 

draw three souls out of one weaver? Shill 
'we do that? Sir And. — An’ you love me, 
let’s do it; I am a dog at a catch.” And 
further on: “Malvolio. My masters, are you 
mad? or what arc you? Have you no wit, man- 
ners, nor honesty, hut to gabble like tinkers at 
this time of night? Do ye mako an alo-hou.se 
of my lady’s house that ye sqeak out your co- 
oler's catches without any mitigation or remorse 
ot voice! Is there no respect of place, persons, 
nor time in you ? — Sir To. Wc did keep time, 
sir, in our catches. Sncck up.” But Shakcs- 
I pearc has also assigned an elevated position to 
music in this same piece of Twelfth Night. 
| Never, perhaps, has the close affinity of music 
with everything in the shape of love and am- 
orous melancholy been more touchingly de- 
pleted than when the Duke says to his musicians: 

If music be the fcod'of love, play on: 

Giru nit- t-xccH* of it; tlmt, surfeiting. 

The Hppetite may sicken, and ho die. 

Thnt ktraiu iigain; it had a dying fall: 

O, it came o'er uiy ear like the sweet South. 

Tlmt breathed upon a hank of vioJcta, 

Stealing and giving odour.

senses.” In Othello, Desdemona breathes forth 
her anxious presentiments in the “Song of the 
Willow,” which her mother 'a maid sang when 
her lover left her. 

An old thing 'twas, hut it erpresBed her fortune. 

And bIic died singing it : Chat song, to-night. 

Will not go from my mind. 

In Macbeth, tlie three scenes of the witches are 
accompanied with singing and dancing. The 
eight kings, who pass in the vision before Mac- 
beth, arc made by Shakespeare to appear to the 
sound of “Hautboys.” By this, he evidently 
wishes to imply that all ho desires is the soft and 
spiritual sound of wooden wind instruments. It 
is, by tlie way, very remarkable how Shakespeare 
characterizes the various situations in his works 
by his simple directions as to the instruments. 
Tlius, at the banquet given by Wolsey to the 
King and the beautiful Anna Boloyne, and at 
which joking, love, and tenderness play so im- 
portant a part, there i- again a stage direction 
for tlie employment “hautboys.” For graud 
actions of on the contrary, for processions, 
and so fi- clj > m* well as for the solemn entries of 
g e ,,o-als and kings, we regularly have “trum- 
pets,” or “a flourish.”. In Hamlet, Polonius 
says to Reynaldo, whom he sends to his son: 
“And let him ply Uismuaic.” 

Tunc lightens up the touching madness of 
Ophelia, and it is scarcely possible to conceive 
anything more touching than the description of 
her death iu the stream: 

Her clothe* inroad wide; 

And, mermaid-like, awhile they bore her up;

Well, a horn for any money, when 
all’s done." And when the fool jjas sung, and 
been overwhelmed with praise by the others, 
Benedick suddenly exclaims, as we ourselves 
should sometimes iiko to do in the society of 
amateurs : “An he had been a dog that should 
have howled tlius, they would have Ranged 
him !" In As You Like It, where song succeeds 
song, the eccentric Jacques says to Amiens, 
when the latter has finished singing, “More, 
more, I pr'y thee, more.”

can suck melancholy out of a song, as 
a weazel sucks eggs. More, I pr’y 

thee, more.” On another occasion, this 
same Jacques observes : “ I have neither the 
scholastic melancholy, which is emulation, nor 
tlie niosieian's, which is fantastical.” The sing- 
ing Page in the same piece, says : “ Shall we 
clap into it roundly, without hawking, or spit- 
ting, or saying we are hoarse; which are the 
only prologues to a bad voice ? ” We will 
allude merely in the most cursory manner to 
A Midsummer Night's Dream , and its fairy 
dances, which Mendelssohn so re-poetised, in a 
manner as gentle as it was cleverly musical; to 
the Winter's Tale, and the songs of the rogue, 
Autolvculs, tbc Shepherd's dances, and the 
awakening into life, accompanied with music, 
of.llie wonderful statue of Hcrmione ; as well as 
to the varied effects of music in The Tempest, of 
which effects Shakespeare himself makes the 
most appropriate remark that can be made, 
when Caliban exclaims :

Tns Bakxiso Up of Tubbs.— A writer in 
the Boston Advertiser says when w» first 
e'udied the physiology of plants it was 
thought as one of the fixed facts of botanic 
science that in the transplanting of trees, if 
ths nick, that is the [art where the trank 
joins the root, was sank beneath the soil, 
death was sure to follow. This supposed 
scientific fact has been repeated by various 
writers, and^was long received undoubtedly by 
renders. In altering the sarfaceof the ground 
on the Beacon street Mall some years since 
care was taken to leave deep hollows round 
the trunks of the elms, in order that their 
necks might not undergo the suffocation of 
interment; and it was then supposed to be 
essential, that snch should be taken, even if 
the surface were raised only a few inches. 
In short, a well educated cultivator twen- 
y years ego would no sooner have 
covered np the neck of a tree than a we 1 
educated phjsicii n of the last century wou’d 
have given a fever patient fresh air or coldjwa- 
'er. Fortunately for sick men aud for trees, 
■swell as for the advance of science, sym- 
pathizing attendants did experiment, on the 
sly, with cold water and open windows; and 
ignorant farmers did obstinately set out trees 
without regard to their necks, sometimes 
in order to cover np an ugly part 
of the trunk, or sometimes, perhaps, 
in mere bravado of received doctrines; for 
there is a class of men who love to do things 
because they aie said not to be ri K h’; and the 
tree grew as well, or better, than those set in 
the usual way. It has now become a pretty 
well established fact among our farmers that 
fruit trees succeed better when planted in a 
light soil to be several inches deeper in the 
new place than they stood in the nursery. 

Foarorfive years ago onr attention was 
especially drawn to this subject by the laying 
out of a fine estate belonging to one of our 
summer neighbors, where, in older to bring 
the lawn into graceful undulation, it was 
needful to alter the ground by raising the 
sUiface in several places occupied by large 
elms and other species of forest trees. It was 
with no small consternation that we looked 
on from day to day as the work proceeded. 
Wc even ventured a mild remonstrance with 
he proprietor; bnt this was of no avail, 
as he pnt implicit faith in his gardener 
and Lis gardener pnt as implicit faith in 
bimsilf. The trunk of one good sized olm, 
which grew in an une'ghtly hollow, was 
buried eleven feet, and others at various 
lesser depths. We waited the result 
wiih much solicitude, for these trees had been 
onr familiar friends from childhood; and we 
are, perheps, a little heathenish in our love for 
the inanima'e things of earth. The firsUnm- 
mcr pats* d with no perceptible change. The 
second summer the foliage seemed finer than 
usual, and tbs third it was manifest that th9 
only alteration in any of them was for the bet- 
ter, while the one which was buried eleven 
feet, and which had never been a healthy t-ee 
before, now pnt on quite a jocund and robust 
appearance. Last spring another of onr 
neighbors, in raising an embankment round 
his bouse, buried a cherry tree to the dep b of 
•hi ee fee'. This tree bore an abundant crop of 
fruit, while every other tree in the village bare 
nothing. 

It would seem reasonable that a tree strand 
he plant'd by rat are in the best possible way, 
>nd it was probably respect for the ways of 
nature that induced the beliof among the 
early botanists that a tree taken np from one 
nlace and planted in another should be set as 
nearly as possible at the same depth as that 
in which it grew at flret. It is hardly possible 
ihe theory could have been founded on ex- 
periment, unless European trees hold their 
vitality on principles different from those of 
America. 

This is a very important subject and the 
writer ie anxious to learn what has been the 
result of the experience and observation of 
other persons. If thoughtful and intelligent 
arber cnltnrists will send him snch results, 
he will endeavor to draw attention to the 
matter through the columns of the Breton 
Advertiser. Our Kentucky farmers can no 
doubt add to his etock of information.

The whole were nine feet below 
the surface. There was found a layer of char- 
coal six to twelve inches thick, arrow heads, 
tomahawks, and pieces of rock. The fore and 
hind feet were standing iu a perpendicular posi- 
tion, and likewise the full length of the leg be- 
low the a -hes, so deep in the mud and water 
that flic flic which had clearly been kindled to 
destroy the animal, had no effect on them.
